LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  May  12  states  as  fellows: 

"Scarcity  of  staple  cotton,  which  has  been  vaguely  talked  about 
for  some  weeks,  tightened  sharply  during  the  past  week  or  ten  days 
and  has  become  apparently  a  reality  which  the  fine  goods  mills  are 
facing.      Prices  began  tc  jump  rapidly  as  the  situation  bicame 
more  generally  realized,  and  brokers  reported  at  the  close  of  this 
week  that  the  basis  on  all  cottons  an  inch  or  longer  in  staple  has 
advanced  50  to  100  points  over  the  levels  prevailing  a  week  or 
two  ago .

"Egyptians  have  not  been  active  during  the  week,  nor  have  prices 
changed  materially  since  a  wiek  ago.      lledium  grade  uppers  can  bo 
had  at  26  cants  tc  27  ennts  and  medium  grado  Sakel  around  38  cents 
tc  39  cents,  but  there  has  net  baen  sufficient  trading  to  really 
test  cut  the  tentative  quotations  which  most  brokers  have.

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  May  19  states  as  follows: 

"Extra  staplo  cotton  markets  here  and  in  other  New  England  con- 
suming centers  are  fast  becoming  sailors'  markets,  but  the  limited 
amount  of  cotton  available  for  sale  has  proventod  trading  in  large 
volume.      Mill  inquiry  for  cotton  has  been  very  general,  and  many 
brokers  report  manufacturers  are  now  ready  to  meet  market  quotations 
squarely  if  suitable  cotton  is  available.      Although  the  market  has 
not  yet  taken  on  the  aspect  of  a  scramble,  there  is  no  doubt  that 
mill  men  are  worried  over  the  raw  material  outlook  between  now  and 
October,  and  those  who  have  insufficient  supplies  to  tide  them  over 
the  end  of  the  season  are  anxiously  canvassing  all  current  offerings 
with  a  view  to  covering  their  needs  before  prices  shall  have  gono 
out  of  sight .

"Extra  long  stapled  types  have  been  very  scarce  and  seem  to 
command  vary  substantial  premiums  when  a  demand  for  them  is  encounte 
While  rot  much  trading  in  them  is  reported,  such  sales  as  have  taken 
place  are  at  high  levels,  and  quotations  are  very  stiff,  figuring 
upwards  of  1,000  points  on  in  most  instances. 

"Egyptians  have  net  been  particularly  active,  according  to  current 
market  gossip.      Quotations  have  remained  virtually  unchanged  from 
a  week  ago,  with  medium  grade  uppers  around  26c  to  27c  and  medium 

grade  Sakel  around  38c  to  39c.

The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  May  26  states  as  follows: 

"Extra  staple  cotton  markets  throughout  Now  England  began  this 
week  to  grow  rather  hectic,  and  manufacturers  are  becoming  thoroughly 
disturbod  as  to  their  forward  supplies  of  raw  material.      For  the 
first  time  so  far  this  soason  the  buyers  came  into  the  open  seeking 
cotton  and  were  willing -to  mako  firm  bids  to  any  and  every  one  who 
had  cotton  to  offer.      Becauso  of  tho  very  limitod  off?rs  of  staple 
cotton,  and  of  tho  refusal  of  many  mills  to  bid  recklessly  for  the 
kind  of  cotton  they  want,  the  actual  trading  of  the  week  was  very 
much  less  in  volume  than  the  surface  activity  indicated.      These  who 
havo  cotton  in  hand  are  holding  for  substantially  higher  prices, 
and  few  firms  care  to  accept  orders  for  cotton  they  do  not  own, 

unloss  they  have  a  v/ido  margin  to  v/ork  on.

"Some  mills,  in  desperation  are  turning  to  California  cotton,  or 
cotton  raised  in  the  arid  sections  of  Arizona  and  Now  Mexico,  and  even 
seme  parts  of  Toxas.      This  so-callod  "irrigated  cotton"  is  seldom 
accepted  horo  oxcopt  at  prico  discount  but  some  mills  are  now  taking 
it  with  their  eyes  open,  while  some  are  accepting  it  without  knowing 

it  is  irrigatod  cotton.

The  cotton  acreage  during  this  soascn  shows  an  increase  both  in  Upper 
and  Lower  Egypt,  and  especially  in  the  fcrmer.      Tho  acroago  dovotsd 
tc  Sakol  will  bo  rather  smallor  than  last  year.      On  tho  contrary, 
the  Nahda,  Maarad  and  Fcuadi,  varieties  which  can  influonco  tho  Sakol 
situation,  are  in  marked  increase.      At  tho  samo  time,  cno  should  not
